American Inventions. 


Simultaneously with the news of 
Edison’s enthusiastic reception at 
Paris came an assurance, said to be 
from a member of the committee 
of awards, that American exhibi- 
tors would receive an amount of 
recognition from the judges far 
gréater, in proportion to the ex- 
tent of our display, than would be 
granted to those of any other coun- 
try. The news is pleasing but not 
surprisiug. We feel no hesitation 
in declaring that the display of 
American inventions outranks that 
of any ether nation, if it does not 
surpass the combined displays of 
the civilized world beside. Our 
National pre-eminence in this re- 
spect is undisputed and undispu- 
table. Long ago it was admitted, 
sometimes admiringly and some- 
times grudgingly, by our chief in- 
dustrial competiter, England, An 
extensive list could be made of 
time and labor saving machines 
that owe their existence to Amer- 
ican ingenuity and that now [find 
their way all over the globe. 
Doubtless this superiority is most 
apparent in respect to machinery, 
but it ineludes an almost countless 
number of improvements in meth- 
ods of manufacture, in the prac- 
tical details of commerce and 
travel, in printing, in domestic 
economy, in ministering to the 
comfort and convenience of daily 
life. It will repay some study if we 
inguire for the ultimate causes 
of this New-World supremacy. 
Some of these causes are 
doubtiess hidden, but others are 
evident to the careful searcher. 
First, invention is twin brother to 
discovery, and” discovory is the 
causa sine qua non of our National 
existence. Just now, as we ap- 
proach the Columbus quadra-cen- 
tennial, the fact becomes excecd- 
ingly impressive. During all these 
nearly completed four centuries, 
this has been a land of discovery. 
Expeditious by land and sea, car- 
ried on for purposes of extending 
man’s knowledge of the New 
World, have never for one decade 
been omitted. Consequentlv,eager- 
ness to discover, hungry curiosity, 
restless discontent with the un- 
known have been inbred among 
the people on this continent during 
a dozen generations. Coupled with 
the desire of discovery has been 
the craving for power over nature. 
Here nature was always to be sub- 
dued. Time was never long enough, 
‘hands were never numerous 
enough. So there was always the 
pressing need to multiply the 
power of the hands and to dimin- 
ish the demands upon time. Most of 
all, our New World has honored 
inventors, therefore it has been 
honored by inventions. A signal 
instance of this is afforded in the 
history of electrical art and sci- 
ence. The three greatest names to 
be enumerated here are Franklin, 
Morse and Edison, the first Ameri- 
cans to be mentioned next after 
-Washington in our list of immor- 
tals. Thesecond was made a uni- 
versity professor, was showered 
with civic and academic honors,his 
lap was filled with wealth, and a 
statue was erected to his memory. 
The third has gone forth, loaded 
with fame achieved among us, and 
is making a triumphal tour of Eu- 
rope. ; 

Ir is twenty-six years now since 
Thackeray Said “ Adsum,” at the 
age of fifty-two; it is nineteen 
years since Charles Dickens, at 
sixty-eight, left “The Mystery of 
Edwin, Drood” half told; nine 
years ago George Eliot joined “the 
choir invisible;” five years. ago 
Charles Reade’s long and stout 
fight against the oppressions, hum- 
bugs, and hypocrisies came to an 
end, .Now a cable dispatch tells 
us that Wilkie Collins isdead. He 
has been in broken hgalth this 
year or more past, and has been 
twice reported dying; 
each of these occakions he ral- 
lied unexpectedly, and week 
before last he was busying himself 
with his uncompleted story and 
planning fresh literary work— 
now, alas! never to be performed- 
Whatever criticisms may be justly 
urged against his work, however 
far he may have fallen below 
Thackeray and Dickens and 
George Eiiot in respect of genius 
or below Charles Reade in reapect ,

certain native gifts of imagination, 
a matchless knack at plot-bailding, 
a strenuous simplicity in narration, 
that fully explain his popularity.

and, oftentiases, itis. But if used in the 
sense in which its Inventor, if I may so 
speak of a word, Charles Dickens, intended 
it, it is a good and forcible word. In ‘‘David 
Copperfield” it is first used in the sense of 
calling a person a daisy in a way to express 
admiration, and, at the same time, to laugh 
at one’s credulity. Steerforth says to young 
Copperfield: “David, my daisy, youare so 
innocent of the world. Let me call you my 
daisy, as itis so refreshing to find one in 
these corrupt days so innocent and unso- 
phisticated. My dear Copperfieid,the daisies 
of the field are not fresher than you.”’ 
Hence, when conveying the idea that a per- 
son is artiess and innocent amid a skeptical 
and scheming condition of society, to say: 
“You are a daisy” is notslang Itis forci- 


ble and elegant. The same passage gave us |

This, too, was originally meant by 
Dickens to mean an innocent ignorance of 
the waysofthe world.

‘*Too thin’’ is a two-worded phrase -heard | 
in all classes of society. By some itis used | 


in a vulgar sense, and is objectionable slang ; 


by others it is used in the manner which | 


gave it to us as a good word. To say, when 
speaking of an action, “O, that is too thin,”’ 
is vulgar slang, because an action can not 
be thin. But to say, when a person makes 
a statement which is calculated to mislead, 
“©, that is too thin,” is not slang. It was 
given currency by Hon. Alexander H. 
Stephens, of Georgia, in the United States 
Congress in 1870. Some member had made

a reply to Mr. Stephens, and the latter had | 
bis chair wheeled out in the aisle and said | 


in that shrill, piping voice which always 
commanded silence: “Mr. Speaker, 
gentieman’s arguments are gratuitous as- 
sertions made up of whole cloth. And cloth, 
sir, so gauzy and thin that it will not hold 
water. It is entirely too thin, sir.’’ 

“Brother Jonathan,”’ as a name for the 
United States, is much older than this, and 
was given by Washington himself, though 
that individual had no idea of makinga 
slang phrase for a name to his country at 
the time. Jonathan Trumbull, Governor of 
Connecticut, furnished the 
colonial army with funds and supplies on 
many an occasion. One time the army was 
in sore distress, and a consultation was 
held. In the midst of it someone wondered 
what would be done. Washington an- 
swered: *“‘Weil, we'll have to put it off till 
we can see Brother Jonathan,’’ as Governor 
Trumbull was called; ‘‘he will help us out, 
I guess.” And he did, and gave his name 
to the country his zeal and patriotism 
helped to save. ‘ 

Thus it is that words are made and 
phrases take on a new meaning. In this 
manner the language progresses by accre- 
tion, as it were. Such words as take new 
meanings from a custom are usually from 
the common people; that is, from those who 
are not scholarly. It is in this way that old 
words drop out or take new meanings and 
lose their old ones and new words take their 
place. At first most of them are slang. 
One of the best words we have is “agnos- 
ticism,”’ yet its inventor—Prof. John Tyn- 
dall, the great scientist—says that when he 
used it he had no idea it would be used 
again, or that he would be understood in 
using it. Hecould find no other, he says, to 
convey an idea of his religious belief in an- 
swer to some churchman that he tell what 
he did believe. Hence heinvented “Aguos- 
ticism,"’ meaning “the unknowable.” It is 
only about fifteen years oid.
